Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1933. 

This  is  the  seventieth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  wTncli~consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  and  the  West  Depart- 
ment. The  Convalescent  Home,  which  has  been  in 
operation  since  December  1,  1890,  was  closed  on  March 
24,  1932,  although  a  few  employees  have  remained 
throughout  the  year  1933. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  1,  1933, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  as  secretary. 

In  May,  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1938, 
in  place  of  Dr.  Henry  S.  Rowen,  retired. 
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Expenditures. 


The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $2,829,302.79.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,170,646.71  was  expended  upon  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $253,774.39  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $282,020.57  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $74,043.18  on  account  of  the 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $42,473.21  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  $1,418.98  on  account 
of  the  Convalescent  Home,  and  $4,925.75  for  the  West 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological 
Laboratory,  $50,725.20,  $43,623.67  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures,  $2,029.01  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  $5,072.52  in  the  South  Depart- 
ment expenditures.  The  total  amount  spent  on  the 
Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $57,870.82,  is  in- 
cluded in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  total 
amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Depart- 
ment, $84,459.24,  $40,540.44  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
proper  and  $43,918.80  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physi- 
cal Therapeutics,  $23,556.69,  $4,004.64  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $19,316.48  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $235.57  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$5,824.97,  $116.50  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$5,184.22  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $524.25 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratories,  $19,549.07,  $19,451.32  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $97.75  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Surgical  Research,  $10,852.75,  $8,139.56  is  charged  to 
the  hospital  proper  and  $2,713.19  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,440.67,  $1,772.54  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $6,668.13  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Social  Work,  $28,122.43,  $14,061.22  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $13,217.54  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $843.67  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
$2,447.87,  $2,349.96  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $97.91  on  the  South  Department. 
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In  Table  No.  2  fche  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  South  Department  are  combined  under  the  title, 
"Main  Hospital."
